The hunters. Film Study Center of the 
Peabody Museum. Distributor: Contem- 
porary. 1958. 60min. $275; color, $400. 


An authentic study of the primitive culture 
of the Bushmen of South Africa who live near 
the Kalahari Desert. Photographed and nar- 
rated with exceptional skill and perceptive- 
ness under the auspices of the Film Study 
Center of the Peabody Museum, the film gives 
a deep insight into the lives of the Bushmen, 
the barrenness of their land and the impor- 
tance of hunting to their very existence. The 
camera follows the men as they go in search 
of food, bring their meager catch back to the 
women, and teach the children their ancient 
art. The details of a thirteen-day march, 
close-ups of the slow killing of a giraffe with 
poison arrows, and the dissection of the ani- 
mal for food do not make a pretty sight, but 
the innate dignity and intelligence of a tribe 
fast passing out of existence make these 
scenes bearable even to a sensitive viewer. 
An outstanding documentary in anthropology, 
of special value to college and other adult 
audiences. The film won the 1958 Flaherty 
Award. Descriptions of the Bushmen have 
recently been given in Natural History, June- 
July, and August-September, 1958, and in Van 
der Post’s The lost world of the Kalahari 
(Bookuist 55:182, D 1 58); another book

Then at a young people’s meet- 
ing and dance place attention is directed to 
three couples and the drinking attitudes of 
the three men. One of them will not drink 
because he is going to drive, one drinks a 
few beers, and one drinks alcoholic beverages 
continuously. The point of the dangers of 
even limited drinking is made when the young 
man who has had only a few beers is the one 
involved in an accident. The film raises ques- 
tions of driving after drinking and of riding 
with so:aeone who has been drinking. Good 
for all age groups but especially adapted for 
use with young people because of the age of 
the individuals shown.

The Museum of the City of New York, Mid- 
dletown’s Toy Museum, Immaculate Heart 
College, and private individuals lent their 
collections of historic toy trains for this de- 
lightful make-believe journey. Original mu- 
sic by Elmer Bernstein takes the place of 
narration and forms a perfect accompaniment 
as the trains rush through cities, hamlets, 
and countryside. The camera adapts its move- 
ments to the pace of the trains, which may 
prove an eyestrain to some as objects flash 
past but it is in keeping with the spirit of the 
film. The film is intended for children yet the 
authenticity of the models and the charming 
presentation by Charles and Ray Eames 
should make it of interest to adult hobbyists 
and to film society audiences as well.
